possible efforts to reconstruct the 
war-shattered mines of Lens have 
been or are being made there is 
now no hope that a single ton of 
coal will be extracted before 1921. 
In fact, the task of bringing back 
L ao s to its former prosperity is so 
immense that it is not exepected 
that the town and its mines will 
return to anything like their form­ 
er state before 1928 or 1929. 
Provided that the work can be 
carried on without interruption, it 
will take all 1920 to clear the un­ 
derground workings of the debris 
with which they were choked by 
the Germans. Most of the workings, 
and all the deeper one, are flood­ 
ed. 
A plan for drawing off the water 
has been arranged. The reconstruct­ 
ion and repair of the tubing will be 
caried out by German workmen, and 
the cement for the purpose will be 
brought from Germany. The pump­ 
ing out of the mines is expected to 
take at least three years. It is hop­ 
ed that by next year it will be pos­ 
sible to extract coal from the first 
galleries, which are only 600 feet 
deep but it is not expected that the 
water itll be pumped out of the 
lower workings, -which run down* to 
2,250 yards, until 1923 or even 
1924. 
The railways in the Lens district 
will not be completely repaired till 
1921. Of the 800 workmen's dwell­ 
ings belonging to the Miners* Socie­ 
ty, not a hundred can be repaired. 
Four hundred concrete huts are 
to be built in which it is hoped 
to house the 5,000 workers who 
will be employed in the clearing of 
the pits for the next two or three 
years.

The special session of the Oklahoma legislature should 
not last more than twenty four hours. Action may be had 
on the woman's suffrage question in a single day, and when 
that question shall have been acted on, the legislature should 
at once adjourn sine die. 
Oklahoma does not need a special session for purposes of 
legislation. The only winter that justifies a special session 
is the Susan B. Anthony amendment, and there is some ques­ 
tion about a session being justified hy that amendment. But 
beyond any question whatever, Oklahoma does not at this 
time need a session of thirty or sixty days. The legislators 
do not need such a session, the state as a state does not need 
it, and the people of the state neither need it nor want it. 
The only interests in the state that will seek to extend the 
session will be certain state departments, state institutions, and 
state employes, who will make day and night hideous with 
their demands for appropriations and increases in salaries. 
Here is where the plain people of Oklahoma should really 
get busy. The public should register an emphatic demand for 
immediate action on the suffrage resolution and adjournment 
immediately ofter the resolution of ratification is disposed of. 
They should let their legislators know at once and beyond all 
mistaking that they are opposed to an orgy of appropriation 
and of salary increases. It is well for the public to realize 
that a tremendous effort will be made by special interests to 
have the bars let down and millions of money taken from the 
treasury. 
Many legislators will be ready to yield to this 
effort and unless the people make their wishes known at once 
and in a very emphatic way the effort will be a successful one. 
It was said at the Muskogee convention that Governor 
Robertson would open the program of legislation wide and let 
the legislature consider all matters it might see fit We sin­ 
cerely hope that Governor Robertson was misquoted. We be­ 
lieve that if the governor should let down the ban, neither he 
nor the democratic party would ever cease to rue the day the 
apecial session was called. An extended session appropriating 
millions of money would be a disaster of the first magnitude. 
The Evening News hopes most earnestly and most sincerely 
that Governor Robertson will submit nothing to the special 
session but the suffrage question. 
We fervently hope that 
the legislature wi}l .refill^ to consider any other question. And 
we hope the people who must pay the bills will at once let 
their representatives know that they want the shortest possible 
session and the least expensive one.

Ten cities of 2,000 to 25,000 population have adopted the 
city manager plan in the last three months. 
Half a hundred cities of more than 10,000 population now 
have the city manager plan written into their charters. 
What the plan accomplishes for the small city is illustrated 
by the experience of Kalamazoo, Mich. 
Kalamazoo is on a sound financial basis, with a budget sys­ 
tem and un-to-date accounting. The administration uses one 
form of bank check instead of 14, as formerly; one.form of 
voucher instead of 27; has four bank accounts instead of 21; 
and has the lowest tax rate of any Michigan municipality. 
The cities which recently have adopted the plan are Mus­ 
kegon, Mich.; Lunchburg and Newport News, Va.; West Palm 
Beach, Sanford and Tallahassee, Fla.; Pittsburg, Cal.; Paines­ 
ville, Ohio, and Sallisaw and Walters, Okla. 
The government recently held civilnservice examinations to 
fill the position of town manager for some of its war-time in­ 
dustrial villages which are being maintained for peace-time 
uses, notably a nitrate-producing community at Muscle Shoals, 
AU.

American dispatches or publications 
you keep in mind the fact that in 
America, as in England, the popula­ 
tion may be classed under two heads 
namely, patriots traitors, and that 
when one of the latter spreads the 
propaganda of his kaiser he gives it 
as many American earmarks as he 
can. Remember also that by unity 
of action, made possible by mutual 
confidence, the allies wrought upon 
the Hun such defeat as he suffered, 
and that only by a continuance of 
such mutual confidence can they 
keep him within bounds. 
If some braggart in my country 
claims that America won the war, re­ 
member that he ig either a fool or a 
Hat*, and no one with intelligence 
believes him. If Tommy Atkins makes 
such a claim for England I shall not 
dispute the matter with him. Per­ 
haps it will make Tommy feel happy, 
and it certainly does not harm me. 
You and I know that history will 
place the gjory where it belongs up­ 
on the banners of the allied count­ 
ries Let us not dim the lustre of 
that glory by petty quarrelling. 
Let us then both be careful, you 
in your high calling as editor of 
John Bull and I in my h u m b l e r 
sphere, that we do not exert our in­ 
fluence in behalf of the beastly Hun.

TRENTON. N. J., Feb. 7.—The 
battle in New Jersey led, by Gover­ 
nor Edward I. Edwards, tov state 
rights as against constitutional pro­ 
hibition is being fought along two 
line: An effort to induce the leg-

He 
gave a pledge in his campaign to 
insist the right of the people of 
New Jersey to say how they should 
live. His attempt to fulfill that 
pledge has made this state one of 
the few remaining battlegrounds for 
the right of a man to buy a drink 
and has attracted attention through­ 
out the country.

Wichita Falls, Texas, 
January 28, 1920. 
Horatio Bottemly, Esquire, 
I Editor John Bull, 
London, England. 
Sir: I have just read, in the even­ 
ing paper, of an editorial attributed 
to you, questioning the good faith of 
the United States toward its allies, 
j both during the war and since. I re- 
jgret this editorial very much. I do 
not doubt the honesty of your in­ 
tentions; but I do say that there is 
rejoicing in Berlin whenever, in one 
of the allied countries, any kird of 
an attack is made upon another. 
In the American army, during the 
war. were thousands upon thousands 
of men who are German by birth or 
descent. Many of them are good 
citizens and were good soldiers. On 
the other hand many' of them were 


in the army only because they were 
I drafted, and were at heart traitors 
to America and to the allied cause. 
; These men did not dare shoot in the 
wrong direction, nor did they dare 
declare their true sentiments, but 
they did dare to attempt to poison 
the minds of their comrades against 
any and all the allies of America. And 
naturally, though unfortunately, some 
of this seed fell upon fertile ground. 
There was such propaganda in the 
ranks of your own army and among 
the French and Italians, and there 
was fertile soil there also. 
I nave said that there was rejoic­ 
ing in Berlin over its success—I go 
further and say that I believe it had 
its inception in Berlin.
